Frick who joired the Nazi Ćonspiyacy Rt its carly beginning played 
within the Conspiracy the role of an expert administrator and coordinator 
of State and Party affairs. Misusing his governmental positions in tho 
vre~Hitler cra, he gave aia and protection to the conspirators when they 
were still weak, He supported them.in their first attempt to come irto 
power by force, expecting to gain high office from their £ He was 
the first to carry their revolutionary orogrem from the Beer Hall to the 
Reichstag Rostrum, as their earlicst:immortant offic:—-holder (in 
Thuringia), he developed for the first time their totalitarian and ter- 
roristic methods of political and intellectual control. 

Upon the accession to power of the Nazi conspirators on 30 January 
1988, Frick took over the vital Miristry of Interior, 
he directed ) alization of the entiro donestis program of the con- 
spiracy. Hı ok complete charge of the successive destruction of the 
narlianentary system, of autonomous State aud Local government, and of 
the career civil service, He nlanned and executed the measures which 
subjected the government itself to the domination of the Nazi Party. 

He then proceeded to establish a huge Reich Police I under. Himmle 
which became the instrument with which the Nazi consnimtors terrorized 
and ultimately “liquidated” all opposition inside and outside Germany 
in concentration and extcrmination camps. 

In order to give the semblance of to the criminal acts of the 
conspirators, defendant Frick drafted legislation to withdraw con- 
stitutional nrotection from the rights and liberties whieh they had 
determined to wipe out. Ee participated in the rclentless and violent 
persecution of all »crsons and geroups who were considered as actual 
or potential ommonents of the conspirators’ plans. among these were 
tho ehurehes, the free trade unions, and ospoeially the Jews. 

Having secured absoLute contro} over Gormany for the conspirators, 
Defendant Frick proceeded to bring tho German people and State into 


readiness for the Wars of aggression, planned by the conspirators, Ho 


established the system of military and lebor service on which the

Wehrmacht was to rest, He took over the planning of Germany's civilian 
wartime administration, which was to back it up, 

4S tho Nazi conspirators began to achieve their predatory aims, 
Defendant Frick was active in the coordination of the administration 
of the territories and peoples which fell into Nazi hands, Ho presided 
ver the annexation of territorics and thc denationalization of their 
inhabitants in violation of the Hague Conventions. When the consnirators 
were ready to proceed to the realization of their ultimate goals, es- 
pecially the complete enslavement and annihilation of conquered ponula- 
tions, defendant Frick devisod. tho basic legislation for their disfran- 
chisemont and finally took nersonal charge of one of the ov-ressed nations, 
Czechoslovakia, 

Thus, the defendant was one of the principal artisans of tho con- 


spiracy in all its thoroughness end viciousness, His contribution to 


He nurtured the conspiracy, directcd its followers, terrorized its 


opponents, and destroyed its victims. On this record rests his guilt, 
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
